X have passed on your handbook entitled A Guid e to Current Communis t 
jargon to the appropriate training officers . They have commented very favorably 
upon it as well as the copy of your paper presented at the Soviet Affairs

approach in the handbook is peculiarly well -suited to serve as an introduction to 


Communist terminology. 

Your project to enlarge the handbook appeals to me as a very worthwhile 
endeavor. I am forwarding for your retention a copy of the Red Interpreter. 
which, I believe, will be of some assistance in your work. It is not so much a 
dictionary which "defines" terms as it is an interpretive medium which clarifies 
meanings. This compilation was begun several years ago by a member of our 
training staff. His initial step in the process of preparation was a thorough 
check of Webster's Hew Collegiate Dictionary. From this source words and terms 
were selected which could possibly have different or even opposite Communist 
definitions and interpretations. These terms were in turn translated into Russian 
and compared with Russian (Soviet) interpretations as contained in Communist 
publications . 

Among tyiese publications were; The Large Soviet Encyclopedia (inc omplete); 
The Small Soviet Encyclopedia; Russian Language Dictionary (Soviet); Russian 
Dictionary of Foreign Words (Soviet); Russian Diplomatic Dictionary (Soviet); Russian 
Political Dictionary (Soviet); Russian Short Philosophical Dictionary (Soviet); 
Russian Agitator's Handbook (Soviet); Russian Encyclopiedic Dictionary (Soviet); and 
other similar Russian (Soviet) and orbit or non-orbit Communist documentation. 

This preliminary step was followed by a second check through a multitude of 
official Communist publications in various languages and compared with similar 
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sources in English. Although the quotations are gathered from far and wide, 
the author used reviews and synopses of press, periodicals, pamphlets , etc., 
as a guide in searching for pertinent examples. The Red Interpreter represents 
a considerable cross-section of Russian and Communist thinking directly documented 
wherever possible from original sources. This research project naturally invokes 
constant additions to bring the references up to date. 

Our training officers have found this compilation very valuable in their 
work. I might add that I looked up your reference to peaceful coexistence in 
the Red Interpreter and found several references dating back to 1948 under the 
exact title besides several cross-references. This experiment leads me to 
believe that you will find this study helpful enough to retain on a 
permanent basis. In case you would like the complete bibliography or have any 
questions about this work, I shall be glad to try to answer your queries to the 
best of my ability. I appreciate your offer of the end product which I am sure 
will meet with equal praise from our training officers. 

By the way, many thanks for allowing me to obtain copies of your 
seminar papers from the School of Advanced International Studies. These papers 
have circulated among our qualified training officers with considerable benefit 
to them and their students. In this connection I thought you might be interested 
in a few of the titleSj chosen at random^ of papers written by our students:
